Student Senate takes sides 
in the political arena

On September 12th at 
7:30pm, the SGA reconvened in 
full force, for the first meeting 
of the 90—91 school year. As 
indicated by a long agenda, and 
displayed during the two and 
half hour senate session, the 
senate is concentrating on stu¬ 
dent and political issues that 
concern students. 

President Tom Winston sub¬ 
mitted to the Senate Body nom¬ 
inations for Directors and 
Assistant Directors of the North 
and South Campus Student 
Information Centers. In the 
past,the President of the SGA 
appointed the directors unilater¬ 
ally, but because a rewritten 
SGA Constitution was approved 
by the Board of Trustees last 
year, the senate must ratify 
Winston's nominees. 

There was much discus¬ 
sion concerning Winston's pro¬ 
cess of choosing his nomina¬ 
tions; the main objection to the 
process was Winston's arbitrary 
selection of who he would inter¬ 
view. Although the Senate dis¬ 
cussed his selection process at 
length, and Senator Bob Etter 
proposed alternative methods, 
discussion concluded with the 
acceptance of current nominees. 
Rich Conley and Todd Guner- 
man as director and assistant 
director of the North SIC and 
Brian Flynn and Paula Haines 
as director and assistant director 
of the South SIC. 


Flynn said he hoped the 
SIC’s would open in the next 
two weeks. The SGA Execu¬ 
tive Board presented to the Sen¬ 
ate Body expenditures of the 
Student Service Fee thus far. 
The Executive Board used an 
estimated Student Service Fee 
Budget of $450,000.00, based 
upon 7,500 attending students. 
Enrollment is greater than ini¬ 
tial projection, so there is a pos¬ 
sibility of additional funds pre¬ 
senting themselves as the year 
progresses. About 12 % of the 
funds expended thus far are for 
direct employment of students. 

Winston felt that by using the 
Student Service fee to employ 
students for the benefit of the 
student body, it would best 
return the fee to the students. 
Marked (*) items in the Student 
Service Fee Breakdown indicate 
paid student positions. Addi¬ 
tional funds will be spent on 
supplies and equipment which 
these projects will require, eg. 
better lighting at North Campus, 
escort vehicle, etc. 

Keith Neal is Chairperson of 
the Student Service Committee 
(SCC), an organization that has 
the responsibility of overseeing 
student facilities and services, 
eg. On—line add/drops, gym 
equipment, escort service, etc.. 
As one of its responsibilities, 
the SSC presents to the SGA

Off-campus student behavior causing 
more repercussions

Local officials and Pawuck- 
erville residents have expressed 
:heir outrage recently at the 
^ lid conduct of U. Lowell stu¬ 
dents who live in off—campus 
housing. 

Lowell Representative 
Susan Rourke, a critic of Presi¬ 
dent Hogan’s handling of the 
situation, feels that there are 
several problems involved. 
“Absentee landlords are a big 
problem near the University 
because they jam as many stu¬ 
dents into an apartment as they 
can. then they ignore the situa¬ 
tion as long as they get their 
rent.” Rick Spencer, owner of 
University Variety, agrees with 


this assessment “the landlords 
are getting off scot free here. 
They are sitting back and raking 
in the dough and doing nothing 
. . . if they threatened to evict 
students for crazy parties then 
maybe the students would think 
twice about partying.” 

In fairness to the land¬ 
lords, Rourke points out that 
students who hold huge parties 
are hard to control. “U. Lowell 
students have been known to 
advertise their parties at other 
universities, and I have even 
seen flyers for U. Lowell parties 
at the Lowell High School.” 

“Not true,” said Dean 
King, Vice—President of Uni¬ 
versity Life, when asked to 
comment. “If that did happen 


I'm sure it was a one-time 
occurrence because students are 
very aware of the repercussions 
of such an action.” 

Representative Rourke 
said “Students have to realize 
that they are not in a campus 
atmosphere like U. Mass at 
Amherst-U. Lowell is a res¬ 

idential campus, and students 
must respect their neighbors.” 
Aside for the problems two 
weeks ago, Rourke feels that 
ULowell is a “great asset” to the 
city.

Different folks, different protests 
About 50 University of Colorado at Boulder and 
irout 300 University of California at Berkeley students 
'eparately protested the U.S. military buildup in the 
Middle East Aug. 30, among the first such campus 
demonstrations since Iraq invaded Kuwait. 

Students on both campuses spoke against “dying for 
il profits” and called on Americans to solve the crisis by 
decreasing their energy consumption. 

In Philadelphia, the American Friends Service Com¬ 
mittee, a pacifist Quaker group, reported it has been 
“flooded” with 500 calls from soldiers asking how to 
recorae an official “conscientious objector” who would 

excused from combat duty. 

Police arrested Stanford University Prof. John Manley 
md four other campus workers who had barricaded 
nemselves in a school building to protest a round of lay- 
ofls that could cost 300—to—400 Stanford employees 
meir jobs. 

The five said Stanford, which announced it needed to 
cut S22 million from its operating budget by next 
September, was punishing low—level workers for high¬ 
er—level money mismanagement. 

Money woes also are causing layoffs, sometimes of 
teachers, at the 19 California State University campuses 
ar.d at most public campuses in West Virginia. 

Nat'l Guard welches on ed. benefits 
The Ohio National Guard wrongly promised recruits 
that it would pay all their college tuition expenses 
throughout the six years of their Guard service, the 
Ohio Supreme Court ruled Aug. 29. 

In 1985, the Guard promised to pay 100 percent of 
student Thomas Peter Sorrentio’s tuition costs through 
mx years of Guard service, though the Guard did not 
nave the authority to commit itself to pay recruits’ bene 
fits beyond the term of its budgets. 

When it got its new budget, the Guard said it woulc 
pay only 60 percent of its recruits’ tuition, prompting 
Sorrentino to sue. The court said that, pending a lower 
court decision, people who joined the Guard thinking 
they would get 100 percent of their tuition paid may not 
have to finish their six—year terms. 

College students still like foreign cars 

Sixty percent of the nation’s collegians say they proba 
ply will buy a foreign car after graduation, a survey of 
1.024 students nationwide by Roper Campus Reports 
round. 

However, about 57 percent of the students who 

ready own cars are driving American—made models 
Thirty percent of them own Asian—made cars, up from 
24 percent the last time Roper did a car survey in 1988. 

Career switches anticipated 

More than four out five collegians expect to change 
careers some time during their lives, with about half 
them thinking about starting their own businesses, a 
■.ationwide survey by Right Associates, Inc., found Aug 
29. 

Students also expect to graduate into lower manage 
rnent positions, where they hope to earn $20,000 to 
530,000 a year, the company said.

Patty Janice, who worked at 
the SIC last year said “the new 
system is much more efficient 
because we had volunteers, 
people could not always be at 
the SIC . . . There was no set 
schedule.” Pete Anton, another 
former volunteer, feels that 
“organizing the SIC is not 
going to be an easy task.” 


The student residents are 
also concerned about the situa¬ 
tion. Brian Shepherd, who lives 
on University Ave., believes 
that “it is just too tense around 
here . . . everybody is backed 
into a comer and it brings out 
the worse in us.” When asked 
how he felt about the increased 
police presence in the neighbor¬ 
hood this semester, he respond¬ 
ed, “I feel a little safer from the 
drugs and stuff, but it isn’t a 
solution to the student prob¬ 
lem.” 

As for solutions to the 
dilemma, most people we inter¬ 
viewed advocated compromise. 
According to Rick Spencer, 
“there is no real solution; it will 
be an ongoing clash as long as 
the University is here. If the 
wildest students are kept under 
control, and the most upset resi¬ 
dents are calmed down, then 
most of the problem will disa- 
pear.” Also , Brian Shepherd 
said that “Ideally, the residents 
and students would be separat¬ 
ed, but that isn’t practical . . . 
the residents should try to look 
at the University as a positive 
influence instead of a negative 
one, and the students should try 
to respect the residents more.” 


President Tom Winston feels 
that to best assist the SGA is to 
become a SGA member. Many 
open positions remain in the 
SGA (see elsewhere in the 
paper for what positions and 
how to apply. Elections are 
October 3rd.

The East Germans are coming... 


New Territory: Art from East 

Germany , premiering at the 
Museum School in Boston this 
fall, is an exhibition of work by 
young, contemporary artists 
from the German Democratic 
Republic, whose art has never 
been exhibited in the United 
States. This comprehensive 
exhibition brings together 
works by seventeen East Ger¬ 
man artists, including paintings, 
photographs, prints, and two 
site-specific installations. The 
exhibition will be on view in 
the Grossman Gallery at The 
School of the Museum of Fine 
Arts, Boston from October 16 
through November 30, 1990. 

New Territory offers an 
opportunity to view the unique 
style of contemporary East Ger¬ 
man artist prior to the Western- 
influenced style that will 
emerge with German reunifica¬ 
tion. Because of the cultural 
isolation imposed by the Berlin 
Wall, East German artists are 
more indebted to pre-war 
expressionism and the work of 
expatriate contemporaries such 
as Pench, Baselitz, and Beuys 
than other post-war movements 
in Western art. The structure of 
East German society freed 
artists from the worries or mar¬ 
ketability and instead entrusted 
them with the responsibility of 
documentation and critique of 
daily life. Bom since 1950 and 
having never experienced life 
without the Wall, these artists 
speak in a very real sense for 


East Germany’s long isolation 
and its suppressed citizenry. 

New Territory was organized 
by Lelia Amalfitano, Director 
of exhibitions at the Museum 
School, and independent cura¬ 
tor Karen Kimmel, a Tufts Uni¬ 
versity graduate and founder of 
Truss Company, an organiza¬ 
tion which aims to bring the 
work of young and previously 
unrecognized artists to the 
attention of a wider audience. 
With the fall of the Berlin Wall, 
Ms. Kimmel saw an opportuni¬ 
ty to increase American appre¬ 
ciation for the contemporary art 
of East Germany. 

According to Amalfitano, 
“East German artists have 
much to offer us — their ideal¬ 
ism, their faith in American 
freedom, their optimism, and 
their hope for the future — 
many things we Americans in 
the arts may no longer believe 
in.” Amalfitano continues, 
“German reunification may 
bring freedoms to these artists; 
however, it also brings many 
changes and fears. These 
artists now face an entirely new 
set of problems and oppres¬ 
sions.” 

New Territory assembles the 
most important contemporary 
artists from East Germany’s 
three major cultural centers: 
East Berlin, Leipzig, and Dres¬ 
den. Included are: Johannes 
Heisig, director of the Dresden 
School and son of Bernard 
Heisig, one of East Germany’s 


most famous modern artists; 
Werner Leibmann, whose paint¬ 
ings were featured in the Ambi- 
ente Berlin show at the 1990 
Bieqnale in Venice; Hans 
Schmansky, who will be only 
the second East German ever to 
have a show at the National 
Gallery in West Berlin; Bia 
Lewandowsky, a young painter 
and performance artist who just 
completed an installation piece 
in West Berlin which featured 
Mario Mertz and Barbara 
Bloom; and Angela Hampel, 
who was quoted in Time Maga¬ 
zine (July 9, 1990) on East Ger¬ 
many’s changing society and 
the problems it creates for its 
artists. 

In conjunction with New Ter¬ 
ritory . the Museum School will 
host a symposium led by critic 
Donald Kuspit. Panel members 
include artists , critics and his¬ 
torians from both East Ger¬ 
many and the United States. 
Some artists from New Territo¬ 
ry will be present. Participants 
will discuss historical influ¬ 
ences on East German Contem¬ 
porary art, and expectations for 
the future. The symposium will 
be held November 9, 7:30am - 
9pm, and November 10, 10am - 
5pm, in the Museum School’s 
Anderson Auditorium. Tickets 
for the entire program are $8.00 
for students and $12.00 general 
admission.

SLAYER/MELIAH RAGE

I won’t say that Meliah Rage 
can’t play—bands that can’t 
play don’t usually get deals 
with CBS. I won't deny, either, 
that they have a strong follow¬ 
ing (at least in Boston)— 
they’ve appeared on the Bill¬ 
board top 200. I will say, how¬ 
ever, that I have found them 
quite dull every time I’ve seen 
them live. And this time was 
no exception. 

But really — who goes to a 
Slayer show to see Meliah 
Rage? This was one of a 
week’s worth of club shows 
played by Slayer to warm up 
for their “Clash of the Titans” 
European dates and to promote 
the soon-to-be-released “Sea¬ 
sons in the Abyss” LP, and a 
Slayer club show is a rare 
event. 

This was, by far, the most 
intense show I have ever seen. 
From the onset of “Raining 
Blood” to the end of “Angel of 
Death,” the packed crowd 
pounded the hell out of each 


other and came back for more. 
There was not a dry body with¬ 
in ten feet of the stage as peo¬ 
ple swung from the rafters, 
slammed each other in the pit, 
and dove on top of the frenzied, 
sweat-soaked crowd. Dave 
Lombardo’s oppressive bass- 
drum pounding made one’s hair 
stand on end, as Tom Araya’s 
vocals and the guitars of Kerry 
King and Jeff Hanneman 
worked the crowd into a 
swarming mass. 

In addition to debuting half 
a dozen excellent new songs, 
which seemed to be a success¬ 
ful cross between the material 
on “Reign in Blood” and that 
on “South of Heaven,” the band 
delighted longtime fans with 
“Black Magic” and “Die By the 
Sword” from the first album 
and “At Dawn They Sleep” 
from “Hell Awaits.” The killer 
“Altar of Sacrifice/Jesus Saves” 
combination alone was worth 
the price of admission, and 
“Postmortem”’s speed blew 
everyone away. 

Closing (predictably, by the 
chants of the masses of thrash¬ 
ers) with “Angel of Death,” 
Slayer finished a show that will 
go down as the best of 1990 — 
or ever.

Broderbund has released two 
new games that take advantage 
of the full potential of your PC. 
Prince of Persia is one of the 
most addicting games I have 
ever played. Its superb graph¬ 
ics and enhanced sound and 
music make this game an 
instant classic. Prince was 
written by the same man who 
brought to us by Jordan Mechn- 
er. the same man who brought 
us Karateka, and the game con¬ 
tinues in the same tradition. 

In Prince of Persia, you are a 
prince that has been imprisoned 
by the grand vizier. You must 
escape from the dungeon and 
reach the vizier in order to stop 
him from marrying the girl you 
love. This is nowhere as easy 
as it sounds, for not only do 
you have to escape the dun¬ 
geons, kill all the guards on 
each level, and defeat the vizier, 
you must do all this in an 
hour’s time. 

This games uses the full 
potential of VGA graphics 
along with sound board support 
for the total gaming experience. 

I loved this game. It provides 
both physical and intellectually 
challenges. The action is fast 


paced and exciting — never 
repetitious or boring. 

The other new game is called 
Wolfpack. This simulation 
offers an interesting twist; you 
can choose to be an allied 
destroyer or a Nazi U-boat. It 
is one of the better submarine 
simulations on the market. The 
graphics and sound are breath¬ 
taking, but the action is slow 
and uneventful. All the sights 
and sounds of underwater battle 
are presented with great accura¬ 
cy; however, the surface war¬ 
fare part of the game left a lot 
to be desired.

Velcro 

University of Lowell students 
will have the chance to literally 
"hang out” with friends while 
helping to promote a worthy 
cause when Pepsi-Cola Compa¬ 
ny brings it’s infamous “Wall of 
Velcro” to the University of 
Lowell on Friday, September 
28, 1990. 

The Wall of Velcro is a ten- 
foot, screened structure com¬ 
pletely covered with velcro. 
When students wearing a body 
suit of the opposing velcro 
material spring from a mini- 
trampoline, they immediately 
stick to the wall where they 
remain suspended in mid-air. 

Pepsi’s year-long Wall of 
velcro tour kicked off in March 
1990 and has been a local craze 
at college campuses all over the 
nation. At each school, Pepsi 
donated $250 to the college’s 
chapter of SADD (Students 
Against Drunk Driving). The 
Wall was also constructed at 
South Padre Island, Texas and 
Daytona Beach, Florida during 
the Spring Break period where 
• elcro'jumping was so popular 
some students waited two to 
nree hours to take their turn on 
the Wall. 

"Pepsi is bringing the Wall of 
Velcro to college campuses for 
two reasons,” said Lisa Scaccia, 
Associate Marketing Manager 
for Pepsi in the New England 
Region. “First, it’s a way to

A “Branching” of American Culture 


The issues which affect the 
voters in America are too com¬ 
plicated for the majority of the 
voters to be democratically 
involved. 

How can we sell weapons, 
bury radioactive wasted, spray 
herbicides, mechanize farms, 
spew hazardous waste into 
rivers, clean almost everything 
with water, attempt to isolate 
the causes of cancer, vote for 
people we have never met, be 
taxed for projects we don’t 
understand, be analyzed by 
people who have never had to 
live where we are living, be 
alienated by twenty-five reli¬ 
gions for every one religion we 
associate with, be expected to 
believe we now know how 
Nature is supposed to work 
AND, finally, have any idea 
how all this is going to turn 
out? What experts know how 
all this is going to turn out? 

There are limits to how much 
anyone can say they know for 
sure. If the “experts” do not 
really know that all these com¬ 
plicated projects, with both 
their benefits and potentially 
hazardous by-products, can 
blend together without causing 
“unacceptable risk,” we all 
ought to be making decisions 
based on such an understand¬ 
ing. Our decisions would then 
be based on a responsible 
understandings of our situation. 
Can we say this now? No. We 
must admit that issues are in 
many ways decided undemo- 
cratically be the “experts,” and 
these decisions are often lost 


amid a chaotic mass of infor¬ 
mation provided by television, 
newspapers, radio— and just 
about everything else. 

One consequence of all this 
which we can be sure of is that 
it represents an abuse of human 
rights all around— ironically, 
even of the “experts” own 
rights— as economic, ecologi¬ 
cal, and social systems become 
unstable and create understand¬ 
able anxiety. Is anyone respon¬ 
sible for what is going on any¬ 
more? 

More education is not the 
answer. We already unknow¬ 
ingly acquiesce to many signifi¬ 
cant decisions which affect us 
because we are overwhelmed 
by the chaotic mass of informa¬ 
tion we are now expected to 
swallow. We need simpler eco¬ 
nomic and ecological systems. 
We need to be closer to where 
our basic necessities of food, 
clothing, and shelter are pro¬ 
duced. We cannot hope to re¬ 
establish a healthy environment 
of honesty and integrity— and 
therefore stability— without 
simplifying our economic and 
ecological systems enough so 
that we are all, once again, 
democratically involved. 

However, it must be admitted 
that the possibility of voters in 
America reaching such an 
agreement together, without a 
split, seems extremely unlike¬ 
ly... for even as individuals we 
seem to be torn between a 
yearning for a simpler life and a 
secret wish that the many 
advertised wonders of science 


can be had for a price which is 
not too high to pay. In other 
words, it does seem that these 
desires are mutually exclusive; 
that is, they are impossible for 
people to resolve in their own 
lives, in the world as we now 
know it. 

Based on this observation, I 
have t o wonder why we do not 
suggest a “branching” fiTAmer- 
ican Culture. Why do we not 
plan as if that part of us which 
yearns for a simpler life has as 
“legitimate” a desire as that part 
of us which is curious to dis¬ 
cover all there is to discover? 
The way I see it, both wishes 
represent real desires— no mat¬ 
ter what is “legitimate” or “ver¬ 
ifiable”— and both wishes have 
proven benefits behind them 
and unknown risks ahead... 
which is about the best that can 
be said about any prospects on 
Earth. If we plan for a “branch¬ 
ing” of American Culture, then 
both instincts can be satisfied— 
and recognized from the begin¬ 
ning as mutually supportive— 
and both environments will be 
available... in case people want 
to switch affiliation from time 
to time. 

When the time comes to 
decide between “I know...” or 
“I don’t know for sure...” hon¬ 
esty is the best policy.

Reestablishing Reason As An American 
Value (part 1 in a series of 4)_ 


The recent dethroning of 
communist dictators and com¬ 
promising of long-held commu¬ 
nist ideals in Russia and its 
neighbors has left a peculiar 
mindset in its wake right here 
in America. Throughout the 
Iraqi/Kuwait crisis, the Ameri¬ 
can government has been 
depicting itself as a sort of ally 
to Russia, and the American 
public has responded with pro- 
Russian sentiment in the face of 
a common Iraqi enemy. A 
decrease in hostility towards 
Russia (or any other country) 
may be beneficial in that it pre¬ 
cludes super-power war, but an 
increase in the acceptance by 
Americans of even some of 
Russia's political principles 
could be disastrousA 
Adopting the slide of commu¬ 


nist regimes as a victory for 
capitalism, American seems to 
be taking the path to meet Rus¬ 
sia halfway philosophically, as 
if this is required by some code 
of international fair play. The 
changes in attitude are subtle, 
but he consequences will not 
be! This is only the latest in a 
series of events that have taken 
place in this century which 
have corroded (and promise to 
continue to corrode) the funda¬ 
mental principles of capitalism 
and freedom upon which this 
country is based. It is this 
event which has prompted me 
to create this column as a forum 
for the criticism of irrational 
political and social behavior. 

Perhaps the greatest misfor¬ 
tune in the history of the United 
States was (and continues to be) 


the mistaken perception that the 
Great Depression of the 1920's 
was a direct consequence and 
an inevitability of unbridled 
capitalism. The fallout of that 
perception led to the disman¬ 
tling of capitalism into what is 
now our mixed economy. 

The devastating errors of 
Roosevelt, Kennedy, and others 
may never be undone. It will 
be the objective of this column, 
which I intend to run for sever¬ 
al weeks, to reverse the com¬ 
mon but mistaken notions of 
our mixed economy by provid¬ 
ing alternatives based on logic 
and reason, and discussions of 
modem issues from the view¬ 
point of objectivism.

What are they saying? 


Education is a form of com¬ 
municating information in a 
manner that pupils learn and 
professors teach. I am writing 
this letter as a result of several 
experiences that I’ve had since 
the first week of the Fall 
Semester. Although, this letter 
is primarily a release of simple 
anguish, I feel that many stu¬ 
dents are having the same expe¬ 
riences. In simple terms, there 
are many professors who are 
unable to speak an understand¬ 
able form of English. 

This statement might at first 
sound as a form of racism, or 
prejudice; on the contrary, there 
is no illogical anger directed at 
the individual professor based 
on any form of prejudice. 
There is no intellectual dispute 
concerning the professors; cer¬ 
tainly they are well versed in 
their material. Credit should be 
given where credit is due; 
English is a very difficult lan¬ 
guage to learn, and many pro¬ 
fessors who speak English as a 
second language have a greater 
command than most students. 


It is just a feeling of apathy that 
a student has when confronted 
with a professor who has an 
accent so strong that every lec¬ 
ture is a linguistic process. 

There is no immediate solu¬ 
tion to this problem. The lan¬ 
guage barrier is troublesome for 
student and professor alike. 
Professors that are aware of 
their English speaking difficul¬ 
ties would do well to accept the 
fact and mention it at the begin¬ 
ning of the class. Perhaps this 
would eliminate the embarrass¬ 
ing situations that arise, when 
students lose scope of their rea¬ 
son for attending a university, 
and instead concentrate on how 
incorrect the professors diction 
is., Again, there is no intellec¬ 
tual insult being stated, it is just 
so uncomfortable for a student 
to sit in a class and wonder how 
their going to learn from a pro¬ 
fessor they just don’t under¬ 
stand.
